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PREFACE. 



The idea of preparing a New Mosic Book with special reference to the 
wants of the Methodist Episcopal Church, has grown out of the fact, that 
notwithstanding the repeated and praiseworthy efforts of our Book Agents 
to meet the demands of our wide-spread connection, large numhers of other 
musical publications go into Methodist choirs every year, and that, too, de- 
n>ite the many practical inconveniences to which choristers are subjected by 
tneir use. Hundreds of Methodist choirs have all the Book Room music, 
and several other works beside ; and of all these outside publications, no one 
has ever been so popular with our people as the Ddloimbr by Professor 
WooDBimT. Probably, not less than fifijf thousand copies of this work have 
been sold to Methodist choirs alone during the last three years. And yet 
this work is far fi^m being adapted to our use ; but the music is popular, 
and singers will have it 

The popularity of Mr. Woodbury's works among bur people is probably 
due, in part at least, to the fact that he was for several years a chorister in 
one of our churches — ^knows just what we want ; and is, in &ct, as much a 
Methodist in feeling and spirit as any man ought to be, and belong in 
another communion. 

It was thought, therefore, that if a book was compiled by the same pop- 
ular author ; and with special reference to all the peculiarities of our Hymn 
Book; and perfectly adapted to use in our choirs, it would supersede 
many less valuable publications; would supply a felt desideratum; and 
would thus tend to. promote good and spirituiu singing among our sodeties 
in itie worship of Ood. 

With this view the work was undertaken about a year since. Prof. Wood- 
bury undertaking to furnish all the new music, and to make most of the se- 
lections ; while the writer was to adjust the words of our hjrmns to the 
music ; to select the material for the Bevival and Sunday School depart- 
ments ; and to prepare the indexes, and auperintend the stereotyping, and 
publication of the wholei It will be seen, therefore, that although the name 
of the writer appears in the title, as having ^'aasiated'' Pro£ Woodbury ; such 
assistance relates solely to the selections for the departments named ; and 
to the getting out of the work. Professor Woodbury is to all intents and 
purposes the author of the work ; as much so as he is of the Dukimer, or 
le Liber Musicus, It should be expressly understood that the writer 
">Vpq no pretensions whatever in the department of music 



The leading features in the plan of the "Lute" are the following. The 
work is divided in five parts. 

Paet I.— Is devoted to the ordinary Church Music — ^the short, common, 
lon^, and particular metres. These last are numbered and arranged in regular 
order, (as in tlie Motliodi.-*t Hymn Book,) from Ist to 40th ; so that all metres 
of the same kind may be foond together, not ouly in the Metrical Index, but in 
the book. The same in true of the long, common, and short metres. This part 
of the work contains 814 tunes, many of which are in Prof. Woodbury^s hap- 
piest style, and composed expressly for this work. 

Past II.— Is devoted to Anthems and Select Pieces. In these fifty pages 
wtU be found most of the old fevorites, with several new pieces, some of which 
were composed expressly for this work. 

Part III. — la a collection of the choicest melodies, old and new, for the 
Love-Feast^ Frojfer, and Glass Meetings; and especially for use by the whole 
Ohnroh, in times of revival. The hymns (not all from the standard hymn book) 
are generally inserted in fall, in connection with the music The design of this 
department is to furnish a variety of melodies that all ten sing, and that will 
neither be stiff and difficult on the one hand, nor low and frivolous on the other. 
Tliey are such words and tunes as may be sung " in the spirit, and with the 
understanding also." 

Pabt IV. — ^Is devoted to Sdtibath-school Hymns and ifimc, and occupies 
eighteen pages. Though confined to narrow limits, it is hoped tliat this def^rt- 
ment will 1^ found worthy of the noble enterprise to which it is devoted. 

Pabt Y. — Is more extended ; and is composed of selections designed for 
the Singing-school^ Social Circle, and Concert Boom. It contains a varietv of 
pieces, suitable for Temperance Meetings, Fourth of July Celebrations, Agri- 
cultural Meetings, Literary Anniversaries, School Ck)nventions, &c., &o, Tliese 
are offered^ not as a part of the *^ Sacred Muaio," but as Singing-school Exer- 
cises; and as well adapted to special occasions ; and if this part is used in the 
School Room, the evil of carelessly singing Sacred Muinc will be avoided. 

It is only necessary to add, that though the work is perfectly adapted 
to the wants of choirs in the Methodist Episcopal Church, it is not thereby 
unfitted for use in other churches, as the meters are all designated, not only 
by their numbers, according to our Hymn Book, but also by lines and syl- 
lables, as is usual in other churches. 

Finally, in the language of our Bishops, "We exhort you, dear breth- 
ren, to sing with the Spirit, and with the understanding also ; and we shall 
rejoice to join you in time and in eternity .'^ .

NoTB.— The pnpil should be carefnJ to more the hand promptly in beating time, at 
this is indispensable to a correct performance. He should also, from the coroanence- 
ment, make it an invariaN€ rule to beat Oe Hme. notwithsunding the effort which may 
be required to acquire this mnst impurt^iU requislle to correct mechanical execation. 
Some beginners may find it necessary to omit singing for awhile, in order to devot* 
all their attention to the manner of beating time. 

No teacher can expect to be snccessfnl , unless he insisu upon the observance of the 
above instmctions. Let the right hand of every pupil be roaae to move with accuracy 
and ease, the motion proceeding trom the wrist, with the arm immovable, in aU the 
varieties of measure, before attempting the voice.

RcMASic^— The terms wkaU and hay^ tones are deservedly discontinued by many of 
our best teachers, and the more correct terms of nu^ and minor seconds substituted. A 
whole tone is a somndf and not an interval or duUuue from one sound to another. 
Besides the above-named intervals, we have thirds, fourths, fifths, &e. Let the teacher 
exercise the pupils in the intervals something as follows : — Teacher says, fpointing to 
them on the blackboard^ Sing one.

LESSON iX. 

ClASSIFIGATIO!! OF VOICES. 

Although the male and female yoices may be employed together, yet, 
strictly speaking, they are not in unison. The female voice is eight sounds, 
or an ootaYc higher than the male voice. To prove this, the teacher shonld 
request the female portion of, the class to sustain some given sound, while 
the teacher, commencing an octave lower, shonld sing up the scale (using 
the falsetto voice, if necessary), until heu strictly in unison with the female 
voices. The class will not fail to perceive the difference, a knowledge of 
which will be of great importance to them as singers and musicians. After 
this is thoroughly understood, the following scale should be practised, the 
male voices eommenciog it, and the females joining when they can reach 
the pitch, say about O, fourth space base clef.

The teacher will remark to the class that as the male and female voices differ in 
pitch. Ihey cannot sing the same part, without creating what is termed (alse harmony 
and faulty progressiuns ; t. e., consecutive octaves, Ac. The female voices are divided 
into hi<(h and low, or Soprano and Alto. A i^ood soprano will sing up to A above the 
staff and an alto should be able to sing A below. A tenor voice (the highest male 
voice) should be able to sing F or G above the base clef, and the base voice should 
sing O, first line base clef. See the Exercise above, in which the voices are illus- 
trated, and about the compass of each is shown. Another rule, which will enable the

pupil to decide which is the legitimate part for him or her, is fWs ; if the high notes 
generally can be sung easier than the low, then tenor for male and soprano for female 
voices, although they may not be able to reach G above. If, on the contrary, the low 
notes are sung with greater ease, then base for male and alto for female voices. A 
faithful teacher will also try each voice separately, and give suitable instructions as 
to quality of tone, and manner of producing it (for all voices differ in this respect). 
Also its formation on the high or low notes should be very particularly attended to. 
Here we have, at one view, the manner in which the parts are usually arranged.

LESSON Xill. 
TRANSPOSITION OF THB SCALE. 

Wren a scale of eight sounds occurs founded on any letter, the order of intervals 
being from one to two and two to three, major seconds ; three to four, a minor; four 
to five, five to six, and six to seven, oiajor seconds ; and seven to eight a mioor second ; 
it is named after the letter on which ooe is written^ Thus, if one is written on C, it 
is called the scale of C ; if on D, the scale of D : if on E, the scale of E, &«. When a 
piece of music commences in the key of C, (although other keys may be introduced in 
the course of the piece by means of accidentals,) the signature is said to be natural, or, 
in other words, there are no flats or sharps used at the commencement. But when a 
piece of music has flats or sharps placed at the commencement, it is said to be trans- 
posed. The signature (or number of flats or sharps) placed at the commencement of 
a piece of music will decide the key. The pupil will take notice in transposing the 
scale, that the same order of intervals as in the key of C must be preserved, %, «., 
from three to four and seven to eight must be minor seconds, and all the rest major 
seconds. In the first regtilar transposition of the scale by filJths, Q becomes one of the 
new scale, thus :

The same method is followed in all the transpositions by sharp, riz., the fifth aboire 
or fourth below 19 taken as one of a new key, in every succeeding transposition, and 
an additional sharp will be required also in every sucorading transposition. 

Remark.— In the above example, it will be observed that we have not only placed 
(he syllables transposed^ but retained their original position as in the scale of C. Eight 
or ten years' experience has proved to us, that, generally speaking, mart can be learned 
by classes, if ike sytUUdes are not changed,* 

Remark.— We are aware that this will not meet with the approbation of all our 
teachers, but those who have given it a fair trial, will fully endorse the above. Here 
we would also enler our protest against the change of the vowel sounds of the sylla- 
bles, where an accidental is introduced. It brings a long train of evils that requires 
momhs of labor to eradicate. One reason why our choirs, and eren select societies, 
almost always fail on the accidentals, is owing to the habit of changiog the syllables 
and their vowel sounds. The system of changing the syllables is not known in the 
best schools of Europe ; and we predict that, ere many years pass away, the elements 
of the art in this country will throw ofl* these trammels, and find itself free to soar on, 
in its glorious path of love to fallen man.

— Most classes will be able to anderstand the theory, and, to a certain extent, 
the practical, part of the art that we have been over, in about twelve or thirteen lessons, 
if Ike teacher has been fmJUiful, Of coarse, in onr division of the elenienu into lessons, it 
to not intended that ttiey shall be followed oat to the letter, bat changes should be made as 
the interest of the class may require. Manv classes will require twenty-four, or even 
more lessons, to acquire what we have been over in these few lessons. T%ere is 
btU liUle danger of going too slow in teaching the elements of music. The rest of the 
transpositions may w taken up as the class may require, but let it be impressed on 
the mind, that if the first transposition is well understood, all the rest will come easy, 
and but little time will be required in teaching them.

Setting aside the expense of procuring worlts on this subject, it is quite difficult to get them 
atanynrloelnsomepsrtsoftDeooutttry.* Indeed there an b«l lew works thtttaie well adapt- 
ed to the wants of the United Sutes. In the first phice, they ars for the most part republica- 
tions of English works that were written for the peculiar wants of the English student, difier- 
tngsaaBniially fiom the system that is gsnersily taiuht in our own eouotry. 

The student is supposed to have some knowledge of the Elements, t e., ttie characters 
used hi writing music : he must also be famiUaniith the letters on both dei% in order to pro- 
ceed to adrantage. 

By far the tener proport idn of works oaebnreh music published hi this country have the 
figures, and the four parts are spread on four staffs. When the music is written on two stafi, 
the figures are not used as the eye wttl easily take in the fbur imrts. 

In commencing tlie practice of lytormtgh Asm the pupH soonki first plav ths soprano in 
the right hand, (it may be well to use the fourth finger fbr tte soprano UBtil the figures are
